Panama Commissioners ,t,ba.t Par-ania 
de'clIned'rBSporisiblllty for th'e'ColomWlan 
debt on the ground that when the greater 
part of the money was borrowed, Panama 
was not included in Colombia, the facts 
appear to be as follows: 
Panama de- 


clared its independence of Spain Novem- 
ber 28, 1821. and In the solemn declaration 
of the revolutionary junta, stated: 'That 
the territory of the isthmus belonged to 
the republican state of Colombia, to the 
Congress whereof it would, In due course, 
send its deputy.' 
The war with Spain 


continued for some time thereafter, and 
In 1S22, Colombia Issued an external loan 
of $10,000,000 the greater part of which 
was to be devoted to prosecuting the war 
of 
Independence. 
In 1824 Colombia 
is- 


sued a further loan of $23.750,000 for the 
same purpose. It would be surprising if 
Panama attempted to repudiate respon- 
sibility for the money which assisted her 
to become part of a free state." 


The foregoing is the gist of a lengthy 


statement which will be forwarded 
to 


the British Embassy at Washington.

Two years ago, under normal con- 
ditions, the retail .'price of coal was 
$5.75. The reason for the present ad- 
vance i» that the winter schedule of the 
operators Is expected to- go Into effect 
on December-1. It is said the Increase 
of 26 cents will be the limit of high 
price for the coming winter.

THANKSGIVING DAY. 


Again Thanksgiving Day Is at hand. 


It finds us once more enjoying a sea- 
son of prosperity and will be celebrated 
with ample boards and the merrymak- 
ing that ensues from an abundance of, 
material comforts. 


Although more widely observed than 


ever before, Thanksgiving Day has lost 
much of the devotional character that 
Invested It In the days when its observ- 
ance was confined mainly to New Eng- 
land and people of New England an- 
cestry. It was Instituted as a day for 
rendering thanks to Providence for 
abundant crops and preservation from 
the savage foe and freedom to practice 
the religious worship that had led them 
across the sea. It came after the har- 
vest had been garnered when the man- 
tle of winter was closing In on the land. 
In some sense it was a Puritan Christ- 
mas, 
a 
period of family reunion of 


neighborly visitation, and the celebra- 
tion of the loss somber rites of a re- 
ligion, cold, severe and formal. 


It partook of a harvest festival and 


a religious ceremony. 
The sermons 


were long, but the 'hearts were gay 
nnd the sleigh rides merry. Grace was 
said over the most bounteous board of 
all the year. 
There was no fasting in 


the thanks. 
It was a time also for 


good deeds, for charities and kindly of- 
fices, for laying aside old resentments 
nnd forgetting 
old Injuries. 
When 


the gra.n-arles were full and the fire- 
sides glowing, human nature softened 
and thawed under kindly impulses and 
radiated In brotherly warmth. In short, 
its observance was marked by many of 
the manifestations Incident to Christ- 
inas in England and Germany. 
The 


Puritans repudiated Christmas, with 
its yule logs, carols, masking, and 
merrymakings, but they could not stifle 
the aspirations and inspirations kindled 
by the song th« shepherds heard in 
Judea of "Peace and Good Will Among 
Men." 
So it' was that Thanksgiving 


Day came to grace an ascetic theology 
nnd a severe social code. It sweetened 
toll on the unkindly 
New England 


farms and brightened lives set amiil 
hard conditions. It brought a return, in 
sober form, of the social interchanges 
and 
greetings 
that 
distinguished 


Christmas in the old land and the old 
faith. 


But the Thanksgiving Day of our 


fathers has departed. It is no more the 
Thanksgiving Day of former times than 
the worship of New England today Is 
the rigid Calvinism of Jonathan Ed- 
wards. 
We rejoice not that we are 


safe from the Indian on the border, 
nnd there Is moro football than pray- 
ers in its observance In these days of 
fat prosperity and archaic religious be- 
liefs. 
The West and South h.-ivp 


adopted 
Thanksgiving Day 
without 


giving- up Christmas, and the descend- 
ants of the Puritans celebrate Christ- 
mas and go to see college football on 
Thanksgiving Day instead of to church 
as did their ar.cesters. 
Thanksgiving 


Day is now the harvest feast for the 
Nation. It hna forever parted with its 
sectional, 
devotional 
nnd 
exclusive 


character. The Catholic, the Jew, the 
Spiritualist, the Episcopalian, Quaker 
and free-thinker !n California, and Flor- 
ida celebrate It as does the New Eng- 
lander. 


The change in the manner of cele- 


brating this holiday has not destroyed 
its spirit, however. 
It has broadened 


with the national life, and become lib- 
eralized till It no longer smacks of sec- 
tarianism, 
and 
sectarianism 
but 


it 
is 
more 
than 
ever 
a 


distinctive 
American 
institution. 


Chrstmas belongs to all lands where 
Christianity holds sway, but Thanks- 
giving 
Day 
belongs to the United 


States—the land where the turkey bird 
'.vas discovered and" where it reaches 


Us noblest growth. It has lost som«- 
ihing of the sternness Imparted by a 
item climate and a sterner faith, but 
it has gained in generous emotions an<J 
irtore liberal sentiments. 
In deeds of 


i harity, kindness and courtesy, In lov.- 
ing remembrances, and the reuniting 
f'f kindred and friends, the Thanksgiv- 
ing Day of the present is far .more 
charged with gracious humanity, than 
It was In the days when the grace waa 
longer and the gifts to the poor fewer.
